JAPS WIN AT DALINE 
AFTER ALL-NIGHT FIGHT 


TOKIO, July 21.—A special telegram 
from Otaru received at 2 p. m. says 
that the Russians defeated at Daline 
were about 600 strong, with six field and 
three machine guns. Taking the fullest 
advantage of the topographical charac- 
ter of the district, they offered the most 
desperate resistance. 

The Russian positions were hidden 
among a thick forest and it was impos- 
sible for the Japunese gunners to make 
a@ correct observation.

Farm Lands Inundated. 

At Lowell, a little. village three and 
one-half miles southwest o fhere, hun- 
dreds of acres of farm lands is inun- 
dated. It was feared that during the 
night the rise in the river would be suf- 
ficient to wash out the Spring River 
power company’s concrete dam and elec- 
trical plant, but it appears to be stand- 
ing the pressure well. All of the flood 
gates were opened, but even with this 
avenue of escape the water steadily 
rose against the face of the dam. 

The flood reached the big dam at 
Lowell, Kan., at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing and at noon was within two feet 
of the top of the dam, the gauge show- 
ing 28 feet of water. 

At Vark, a little village half a mile 
above the dam, the water flooded every- 
thing and stood three feet deep in the 
streets. \ 

The big steel wagon bridge below the 
dam is partially washed out and the 
balance is expected to go at any time. 

The Frisco Railroad bridge, west of 
this city, is six inches out of line and 
has been abandoned. Today service on 
that road is blocked both east and west 
of hie city. 

At ll o’clock today a telephone meés- 
sage from Peacock Valley, a little min- 
ing camp sitlated east of Badger and 
on higher ground, stated that the water 
had just commenced running into the 
mines. 

People all along the river valley, 
through the Indian Territory, have been 
warned of the impending danger, and 
it is thouzht there will be no loss of 
life, : 

The one life lost In the flood was Cal 

Rudy of the Carthage Quarry Co. of 
this city. He was driving into Main 
street in a buggy. when the wall of 
water struck and filled the streets with 
rushing torrents. His buggy was caught 
and overturned, and before help could 
be got to him he was drowned. 
Many people were imprisoned in the 
second stories of their houses and in the 
lower portion of the town it seemed as 
if they must be swept away. 

Boats were rushed to town from River. 
side Park, five miles away, on electric 
ears, and all who were in danger were 


rescued.

FIGHT RESUMES MONDAY 


Motion of Censure on Fiscal 
Question Will Be Made to 
Test Confidence. 


LONDON, July 21.—The House of Com- 
mons sat barely half an hour today and 
then adjourned until Monday. 

It will await the Government's deci- 
sion regarding its future course of ac- 
tion in view of the defeat of the minis- 
try last night on John Redmond’s mo- 
tion to reduce the vote for the Irish 
Land Commission. 

The House was packed and much ex- 
citement was visible. 

There was a disposition. to view the 
defeet of the Government as more seri- 
ous than it was generally regarded in 
the early hours this morning. 

Immediately after the House had as- 
sembled this morning, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, the Liberal - leade;, 
moved its adjournment, declaring that it 
would be unseemly under the cifcum- 
stances, to proceed with business while 
the Government was considering its po- 
sition. 

Premier Balfour, however, refused to 
adjourn the House until the bill dealing 
with the differences of Scottish United 


Free Church and the Free Church had 
been passed. 

This was quickly accomplished, the 
House rose and the excited members 
swarmed into the lobbies, eagerly dis- 
cussing the probable aecision of the 
Cabinet, which had been summoned to 
meet this afternoon, 

The Government was defeated 
night by a majority of. three. 


Redmond Scores Balfour. 


Redmond said the premier had re- 
peatedly declared that he would re- 
Sign if defeated, and that if he disre- 
garded this vote of want of confidence 
he would be acting against all prece- 
dents.

Mr. Bryan said that he believes that 
Russia had been defeated in the strug- 
gle with Japan because the Russian 
people did not feel that they haa 
enough to fight for to make it worth 
while. 

Speaking of foreign misunderstanding 
of American political conditions, Mr. 
Bryan brought a long laugh with a story 
of a french peasant. who, he said, once

“If an editor says something in his 
paper that he ought not to gay, let the 
people judge that.

The Government that punishes 
one man and lets another go free for 
the same offense because of his high 
standing in the community or his 
wealth, ts not living up to the doctrine 
of equality.

HE BLAMES WIFE, WHOM

Following the receipt of a telegram 
from the Chief of Police of Pittsburg 
Detectives McGrath and McQuellen 
Thursday night arrested David Stuart 
Scott on the charge of forgery and em- 
bezzlement. . 

Scott says he is a member of one of 
the most prominent families in Pitts- 
burg. being the son of the late John 
who was President of the Alle- 
gherfy Valley Railway and the Pitts- 
burg, Virginia & Charleston Railway, as 
well as being prominent in other large 
enterprises of the city. 

Young Scott is now held at 
Courts awaiting the arrival of an offi- 
cer to take him back to Pittsburg. He 
admitted his identity when arrested at 
Jefferson avenue ‘and Olive street by 
the detectives and said he would return 
without a requisition. 

While in St, Louis he has been known 
as T. J. Hoover and lived at 2621 O.ive 
strect, ’ 

The telegram received here said that 
Scott is wanted for the embezzlement 
of thousands of dollars, but he says 
that the only thing that can be ‘held 
against him is a jewelry bill of a few 
hundreds. He says he thinks his wife, 
whom he abandoned, is responsible for 
his arrest. 

Scott says that he left his wife, 
whom he has been married 14 years, be- 
cause cf incompatibility. 
charge on which he could get a divorce, 
he says, and he simply deserted her. 

In the matter of the jeweler’s bill, he 
says, he presented a check for $345 in 
payment for earrings, telling the jeweler 
at the time that if the check was found 
not to be good he would make it right. 

The Pittsburg man, who appears 
be avout 30 years old, was well dress-d 
and of good appearance, except for che 
marks of dissipation.. He says that 
was left $75,000 by his father, whose 
estate was divided by a very large iam- 
ily. He says he spent $30,000 in iast 
living within two years.

Scott roomed and boarded at 2621 
Olive street, with J. M. Wells, pro- 
prietor of a restaurant at that number. 
Mr. Wells said that Scott went there 
Maye26, when he was. working for the 
Plywell Yoke company... He worked for 
this company only three weeks, how- 
ever, and since then hac been out of 
employment. 

Wells said that while Secott did not 
wear expensive clothes, he had many 
pawn tickets showing that he 
pawned garments. Scott, or Hoover, 
he was known to Wells, frequently 
played diamonds, in nearly all cases 
different stones, Wells said.

The rainfall for June was 2.2 inches, 
litthe more than half the normal; in 
July it has beén 4.09, which is 1.5 inches 
above the normal. So the average is 
almost maintained. 

St. Louis, all the summer, has been 
cooler than either Atlantic or Pacific 
Coast cities. While St. Louis was en- 
joying Ks most delightful weather the 
other cities of the country were swel- 
tering. 

The hot wave which caused so many 
deaths and so much suffering through- 
out the eastern pirt of the country, 
was the result of an area of high 
pressure which developed on the 
southeastern coast and spread west- 
ward. After ruling the country seven 
days it receded, as it had come, and 
disappeared off the southeastern coast 
and the Gulf of Mexico. 


Cool “High” From North. 


After it came an area of low pressure 
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which brought the rains of Thursday. 
This low came up from the gulf and 
traveled slowly northwest, then north 
and then ‘northeast. It passed 8t. 
Touls Friday morning on its dampening 
way toward the northeast. 

And after this low comes another 
high, which, however, will not create 
the heat that came with the first high. 
The reason is simple: The first high one 
came from the South, and was laden 
with tropical atmosphere; the one ap- 
proaching comes from the Northwest, 
and is laden with cooler air. The north 
morning is 
driving it to us. 

This agreeable high is expected to 
remain for a little while, at least; there 
is not, at present, anything in sight to 
succeed it.

“ARROGANT” ZEMSTVOS. 

In December last, when the Czar received a re- 
apectfully worded petition from the Zemstvo, or 
‘Provincial Council of the Province of Tshernigoff, 
begging him to convoke freely elected representa- 
tives of the Zemstvos, and to command them to 
draw up independently and freely a project of re- 
form for Russia, His Majesty indorsed the petition 
in his own handwriting: “I consider the action of 
the President to be arrogant and tactless. Ques- 
tions of state administration are of no concern to 
the Zemstvos, whose function and rights are clearly 
defined by law.” 

That indorsement undoubtedly represents the fixed 
view of Czar Nicholas. But so many things have 
happened since then that on March 30, 1905, the 
Cvar’s offic] organ, “Slovo,” announced that the 
presidents of the provincial Zemstvo boards should 
be summoned to give their opinion on what might be 
best, to save Russia from disaster. 

Of course, the grand dukes, the police and the 

reactionaries of all ranks negatived this permission, 
as far as they could. But the Zemstvo presidents 
have met, relying on the autocrat’s promise of im- 
munity. As stated in the Post:Disfatch, the Pre- 
fect of Police of Moscow was present, with a suffi- 
cient force to put a stop to the deliberations. But 
he does not seem to have dared to do so. He con- 
tented himself with taking the names of all present 
and making a report of the proceedings for his 
masters, 
But who are his masters? The Government is 
evidently divided against itself. In all its branches 
are men who are tired of bureaucracy and who are 
determined, if possible, to put a stop to its corrup- 
tion and tyranny. 

The ontcome of this great representative meeting 
will be of vital importance to Russia. It may mark 
the beginning of the end of autocratic government.

In the meantime Mr. Mulvihill would have to bor- 
row the $8000 which the State allows him for office 
expenses during that time, and that would’mean a 
little matter of $499.20 in the way of interest—a 
total of $1133.20. 

Such an expense might be “nothing serious” to 
John D. Rockefeller, but a lawyer who is neglecting 
his business while trying to hold down the Sunday 
“lid” on St. Louis may not be aceused of obtuseness 
if he fails to see the point of the joke.

Without the co-operation of the 
telegraph company the gamblers would have to 
cease operations. With it, they flourish on the losses 
of the weak and foolish. The revenue of the cor- 
poration is tainted with the dishonesty of the gam- 
bling game and the misery which it causes.

A wise man is not too much bound down by con- 
vention, but it is only the foolish man who defies 
convention altogether,

FOUR SERIOUSLY HURT 


Plow Manufacturer Often in

Hancock, the well-known millionaire 
plow inventor and manufacturer, is

._M. T. Hancock, a 16-year-old boy, was 
driving the machine.at the time of the 
accident. With him, in the front seat, 
was his younger brother, Newton Han- 
cock, who was the only. member of the 
party to escape unhurt. In the rear 
seat was Hancock, his wife and daugh- 
ter. 

All were hurled to the pavement by 
the terrific impact of the machine 
against the curbing and telephone pole, 
and several of them were rendered un- 
conscious. They were promptly re- 
moved. to the receiving hospital, The 
machine was wrecked 

Hancock was known here as one of 
the most careless automobile drivers in 
the city.. He had been in the police 
court on different occasions for driving 
his machine in excess of. the. speed limit, 
and on one occasion, a few months ago, 
was fined $150 for fast driving.
